PASADENA, May 19.—Yegugmen 
Stole a horse and buggy, broke into a 
Diacksmiih shop and robbed it of 
tools, sledged qccess to a safe in the 
postoffice standing within ten feet of 


the ewalk, rifled it of $13,000 in 
stam and successfully made their 
“get-away.”

The 
city slept and no one was the wiser

robbed 


Pasadena is aroused. Her citisens

STROKE COMES AFTER BATH. 


Los Angeles Man Victim of Apoplexy 

* Following Dip in the Surf at 
Long Beach. 
| LONG BEACH, May 18.—For nearly 
two hours today physicians labored to 
save the life of Edward Redfern of No. 
568 Fifty-second street, Los Angeles, 
who collapsed after coming in frum 
the surf. Stimulants aad the mec 
heroic treatment were resorwei to and 
Redfern was restored to life. 

Redfern, who is a man of middle 
age, came down to the beach with 
friends to spend the day and after din- 
ner donned a bathing suit and went 
into the plunge and afterward went 
out Into the surf. He remained in the 
water half an hour, then came ashore 
and went to his dressing room. Five 
minutes later an attendant, passing, 
heard the sound of stentorious breath- 
ing and caught a glimpse through the 
partially open door of the prostrate 
form of Redfern. 

Aid hastily summoned, the uncon- 
scious man was carried to the - 
pital room and another ba > & 
physician, finding that Redfern was 
Suffering from an: apoplectic stroke, 
tried means of restoration but while 
Working the patient suddenly showed 
signs of collapse and for a while no 
heart action could be discerned. Treat- 
ment was continued unceasingly and 
after a while there was a flutter, 
which grew stronger until the danger 
‘was past. As soon as possible Mr. Red- 
fern, in charge of a nurse and physi- 
clan, was placed on a car and sent to 
his home in Los Angeles.

FIND BIG FISH. 

Some big fish are seen around the 
wharves at Redondo. Good catches 
have heen made off wharf No. 3, and 
ft seems to be the favorite with a 
number of angiers. The yellowtail 
and white bass are not taking bait to 
any appreciable extent around any 
of the wharves, although a few halibut 
are feeding. 

Rock bass have been taking bait 
More or less all spring. but good sport 
ie being enjoyed by those who seek 
them now. The breakwater outside 
San Pedro is losing its popularity with 
anglers because of the difficulty with 
which it is reached, but notwithstand- 
ing that fact a few go out every Sun- 
day to hook up with the yellow-bellies 
in the kelp. Port Los Angeies is in the 
same position, and some very credit- 
able fish have come up from both 
places during the last week. 

According to Harry Lynch of Ter- 
mingl, who keeps closely posted upon 
the outside fishing, the yellowtail, 
bass and bonita are beginning to do 
business again between Pvoint Fermin 
and Point Vincent. Lynch's boats 
have taken more or less bass all win- 
ter. Some barracuda catches are 
made in the same country. and sev- 
eral local anglers, among them E. E.

They resort to such a 
place because the swirl of the water 
stirs up food for them, and dislodges 
the pile worms from their abode in 
the big timbers. .

ENTRYMAN’S LANDS SAVED. 


Land Office Decides in Favor of Im- 

perial Valley Settler Who Was a 
Few Days Late. 

A decision was rendered yesterday 

by the Register of the local Land Of- 

fice to the effect that where an entry-

AMERICAN METHOOS THE BEST 
IN THE WORLD. 


Expert Alienists and Other Authori- 
ties on Mental Diseases Strongly 
in Favor of Establishing Psycho- 
pathic Hospitals as Adjuncts to’ 
General insane Asylums. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—America fs 
moving rapidly forward in its methods 
of treating the insane, and the insti- 
tutions for patients of unsound mind 
in this country are probably the best 
in the world. This is what the alien- 
ists, the superintendents of insane hos- 
pitals, and physicians in these hospitals 
say, who have been in Washington 
attending the meetings of the Ameri- 
can Medico-Psychological Association, 
which has been holding sessions here 
along with various other national or- 
ganizations of medical men. 
Important new ideas in the treat- 
ment of the insane are now finding 
warm advocates among the membefs 
of this association, the meetings of 
which have been attended by leading 
superintendents of insane hospitals 
the country over and men of world- 
wide prominence in the treatment of 
mental diseases. All these ideas are in 
the direction of enlightenment and 
away from the old idea of treating the 
insane person as a being possessed of 
a devil, as one to be shunned and re- 
strained. 

Quite as important as this, and 
orobably more so, is the spread of the 
idea of outdoor treatment and outdoor 
living for Insane patients. This sub- 
ject was not on the formal programme, 
but is a method of treatment of In- 
sanity that is,meeting more and more 
favor, and that seems likely before long 
to come into wide general use.

ed badly at first. When he saw that there 

no objection to his drawing faces or fir- 
ing peper balls, and when he saw that in- 
stead of being confined inside four spick- 
and-span walls he was in a bamboo-covercd 


shed, with tall palms outside, he would soon 


become reconciled, perhaps, to his fate. 
In China, too, American and Cana- 


dian boys and girls would meet many sur- 


‘prises; there’s where they do things back- 


ward, so they say. Like little bags of salt 
the pupils collapse on the floor, and the 
brightest pupil is the one who makes the 
most noise. of it! 


ICTURE to yourself a Japanese kinder- 
rten—one of the prettiest, most re- 
reshing places onc could imagine! 

In Japan these schools for the lit- 
tle ones are made as beautiful as the thought 
and care of solicitous elders can make them. 
The little ones grow up in a veritable fairy- 
land; their schooldays are as pleasant and as 
happy as they can be. 

A large garden—grassy lawn, flower- 
specked. A little rivulet gurgling over white 
stones, a little stone bridge, a pillar, surmounted 
by a lantern. Beyond, a little hill, green with 

. serubby pines, gnarled, twisted, grotesque 
fittle trees—the trees of the Japanese moun- 
tains. Nearby, along the whispering streamlet, 
almond trees, flaming pink, flushing with soft 
blossoms; cherry trees, their boughs white with 


_ the spring blooms; wistaria vines, with wondrous 


of blossoms—white, lavender, delicately! 


Suddenly the door of the one-story house 
opens. and from the frellised portico comes a 
erowd of children—picture-book children turned 


to life! Among the flowers they rush, hiding be- 


hind shrubs, peeking about trees, running up the 


little hill. 

One would think they'd have difficulty in 
running, for they wear the clumsiest clogs imag- 
inable. These are fastened to the big toe. As 
they run, most of the chubby little legs are seen 
to be bare; some wear stockings, and these are 
made so the big toe has a separate compartment 
all to itself. 

In Japan there are nearly 250 kindergartens, 
where about 22,000 little ones receive their play- 
instruction. When the last census was ‘taken, 
in 1899, in these schools there were 11,764 boys 
and 10,007 girls. 

The kindergarten system was in 
1879. Children from 3 to 6 years are itted. 
At the age of 6 they are transferred to the 
elementary schools, where they study morals, 
reading, writing, arithmetic and other useful 
sciences. The ordinary school term is thirty-two 


In China the pupils—serious-eyed little 
creatures, with straggling hair drawn back and

looking. begoggled individual. Instead of atudy- 
ing diligently and silently, as little ones do in 
the United States, all study aloud, and the pu- 
pil who can make the most noise is deemed the 
most industrious. 

Then, instead of j at the top of a 
page the Chinese, with national perversity, begin 
at.the bottom and read up backward. Their 
chief study is the teachings of Confucius. In- 
stead of learning mental arithmetic, the teacher 
impresses them with the necessity of revering 
the memory of their sainted ancestors. 

Where Christian missionaries have made 
their way in China their influence is manifested. 
in the schools. In most of the large cities mis- 
sionaries conduct schools, and here the little Ce- 
lestials are given the first rudiments of West- 
ern education. In most of the schools the little 
Chinese are taught gymnastics, and it is a rare 
sight to see the clumsy boys and girls going 
through the American system of calisthenics. As 
they get older they are taught arithmetic, alge- 
bra, geometry, physics and physiology. It is a 
revelation to many of them to find that their 
body is not made of fire, air and water. 

Sometimes the American teachers have 

t difficulty with their charges. With in- 

ited suspicion of foreigners, rumors often get 
afloat that the American teachers will harm 

. A few years ago a number of Chinese 

ils ran away, from a Christian school; they 

been told that they were being treated so 
well and fattened so as to make fit sacrifice to 
the Christian gods. 

At Chefoo and Wvhy there are schools for 
deaf children. Here teachers instruct the little 
ones to read and write. 


t Korea, through the efforts of 
missionaries, schools have been opened. Korean 
parents are glad to send their children, and the 
majority pay for their education. Schools for 
little girls were new in Korea until a few years 


ago, but the advancement which the parents ° 


have noticed in their daughters has helped 
place the schools on a firm standing. 

Now let us go to the wilds of Australia, 
where both government and missionary schools 
are doing their best to make the aborigines give 
up the wickedness of their ways and tame the 
wild spirit of the children. 

Among the aborigines a child takes the 


class name of its mother. The little fellow’s first . 


lesson is from his father, and is with stone 
hatchets, knives and chisels. These are the in- 
struments of lebor, and a young man’s success 
in the race for subsistence depends upon his use 
of the implements. Just as he is able to walk 
the father gives his son lessons in throwing the 
boomerang, wielding a club and sending a spear 
straight to the mark.
